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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation 
■viride  orgrnisation  T/hich  is  entrusted  vrith  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.  The  Division  of  Agricultural  Sta 
tistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in  co 
operation  i/ith  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  lov/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  suiiimary  data  of  a  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  on.  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizationSj  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county.  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tine.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  Gone  organizations  have  assembled  swoh  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  docujaents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Herman  V,  Strand, 
State-iTide  'Tork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  vrork  completed  on  Official  Proj- 
ect 65-1-72-155  of  the  'Tork  Projects  Adi.uni  strati  on.     Official  Project  665-72- 
3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of  the 
materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  xfho  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  reqi\ired  under  the  Iowa  laws.    ITithotit  these 
data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  and  loss  complete.

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laYA  AGRICULTITRA.L  STATISTICS  -  SIIELBY  COUIJTY 

Slaelby  Coimty  T/as  embraced  in  the  original  county  of  Keokuk,  i/liich  e:c- 
tended  -rest  to  the  I'iissouri  River o     On  Jpjiuary  15,   1851,   it  ivas  established 
with  its  present  boundaries  and  v/as  nancd  for  -eneral  Isaac  Shelby,   an  ofTi- 
cer  of  the  Revolutionary  War  and  first  C'-ovornor  of  Kentucky »  l/ 

The  first  ij-hite  irien  laaoi^iTi  to  havo  nade  homes  in  the  county  rrero  t\7o 
hunters  and  trappers,  Nicholas  Deery  and.  a  Vr*  Boirman.     They  built  a  cabin 
near  the  ilishnabotna  River  in  the  fall  of  1847  and  spent  several  years  in 
the  county.     In  1851,   flir.  Beery  Yfa.s  attacked  and  killed  by  a  wandering  band 
of  Indians,     The  next  settlers,   lar:^;ely  ; 'ormons,  made  settlements  in  1843- 
1849,     In  1848,  Abraham  Galland  and  his  son-in-law,  "iilliejn  Jordan,  nade 
claims  in  the  northwest  portion  of  the  coiinty  and  becam.e  the  first  permanent 
white  residents  of  the  countyo     Galland' rj  G'rove  contained  about  1,000  acres 
of  timber  and  attracted  m.any  families. 

The  cou.nty  was  formall^^  organized  by  the  election  of  its  officers  in 
1855  and  a  location  vms  selected  for  the  countj^-seat  in  i^at  is  now  Grove 
toTmsliip.    A  county-seat  toi/n  was  Ic.id  out  and  named  Shelb^nrilleo    After  it 
lost  the  couaity-seat,   this  tovm  soon  ceased  to  exist.     In  1857,   the  town  of 
Simoda  vras  platted  near  the  center  of  the  county  with  the  expectation  that  it 
vrould  become  the  county-seat;  it,   too,  fell  into  decay  when  this  e::pectation 
failed  to  3iaterialize.     In  1358,  the  term  of  Karlan  was  laid  out  and  ncmed 
for  the  first  United  States  Senator  from  Iowa,     After  a  determined  campaign 
it  becaLie  the  county-seat  in  1859. 

The  Rock  Island  Railroad  built  a  branch  road  from  Avoca  to  Harlan  in 
1878,   and  in  1381  a  branch  of  the  !  iliraukee  Railroad  was  built  through  the 
northi.-e stern  part  of  the  county.  2/ 

1-ormer  Governor  Nelson  G.  Kraschel  (1937-1939)  has  his  homo  in  Harlan.  3/ 

Area 

Shelby  County  has  an  area  of  589  snuare  miles  4-/,   or  376,  960  acres*  Of 
this  number,   370,310  acres  are  listed  as  farm  landsT  5/    There  are  16  town- 
ships in  the  county,   the  southern  tier  being  set  off  "about  three  miles  to  the 
east  because  of  the  correction  line  that  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  tovm- 
ship  78,     It  ranks  ti^enty-f irst  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,    sharing  this 
place  with  Dallas  County.

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Topo;_;raphy 

The  general  surface  of  the  county  is  sonei/hat  rough  and  broken.  ITater- 
courses  have  cut  quite  deeply  and  have  forraed  numerous  steep  ravines.  There 
is,  hovrever,   considerable  upland  that  is  co".nparatively  smooth,  irith  many 
gently  sloping  hillsides  and  some  Y;ide  beavitiful  valleys.     The  soil  is  pro- 
ductive and  the  aiaount  of  actual  i.-aste  land  is  very  small.     There  is  consid- 
erable native  timber,   especially  in  the  northwest  and  south  central  parts. 

The  east  pjxd  west  forks  of  the  ITishnabotna  River  cross  the  eastern  and 
central  parts  of  the  county,   flowing  in  a  southwesterly  direction.  Mosquito 
Creel;  crosses  the  western  part,  Fill,   Picayune  and  Pigeon  creeks  are  in  the 
northvrestern  part,   and  Indian  Creek  in  the  southeastern o     These,  '.rith  their 
niimerous  tributaries,  provide  a  ne-b.Tork  of  drainage  and  watercourses  that 
cover  the  entire  county,  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  35  years  (1895-1930)  was  47.7  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  40  years  (1090-1930)  was  30,40  inches,   and  the 
growing  season  averaged  153  days  betrween  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Ijxy  4 
and  October  4,  recorded  over  a  period  of  32  years,  7/ 

Popiilation 

The  State  census  of  1854  credited  Shelby  County  •'.'dth  328  inhabitants,  but 
the  grovrch  '.'as  slow  until  the  coming  of  the  railroad  in  1878.     In  that  decade 
the  population  increased  by  m.ore  than  7,000  persons.     It  reached  its  peak  in 
1900;  since  then,   the  population  level  has  remained  rather  constant.     It  has 
a  density  of  29  persons  per  square  Liile,   as  compared  with  the  State  density  of 
44.     The  follovring  table  shows  the  ntir.iber  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year 
intervals :

In  1930,  the  foreign  born  and  native  '/hite  of  foreign  born  or  2nl::ed  par 
enta^G  content  of  Shelby  County  Tras  7,463,  or  43.6  percent  of  the  total  popu 
lation.  Of  this  number,  those  of  Dojiish  descent  led  vfith  3,  282  and  the  Ger- 
mans caiiie  nerct  v/ith  2,615.     Other  nationalities  had  small  representations,  1 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  four  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
cotmty — one  elevator,  one  petroletun  plant,   one  livestock  enterprise  and  one 
merchandise  establishment. 

As  a  i.rhole,  they  had  317  m.embers,   of  v^hich  730  -were  active,   erA  1^650 
persons  did  business  with  the  four  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volime  of  $8,214  and  the  pvirohasing  cooperatives  transacted  ^96, 179 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform,  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comm.odities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons^   and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  conmodities  for  their  mem.bers  and  patrons,  lo/ 

Fruit 

The  best  apple  year  on  record  was  1909,  r.dth  a  listing  of  51,009  trees 
?jid  70,  221  bushels.     In  1934.   7,511  trees  yielded  2,543  bushels.  Peaches 
vrero  negligible  u.ntil  1334,     In  the.t  year,  1,  292  trees  and  505  bushels  vrere 
listed.     In  1894,  the  record  year  for  pluins,   19,  575  trees  bore  2,215  bushels 
Cht;rries  vrere  reported  as  having  14,507  trees  ?nd  831  bushels  in  1909,  the 
peak  year  for  cherries.     The  largest  nui'.iber  of  grape  vines,   48,046,  were  re- 
ported in  1895,   end  the  production  peak  '..aas  rea.ched  in  1910-"53,  623  pounds 
being  produced,  14/

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breaicdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (o)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  hushed.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acrea"ge  other  than  that  huslced  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
hj  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  sho^.m  as  huskedo  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  sai'ae  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  com 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  Tfas  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  -".rould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  end  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  i.diich  vrould  have  a  different  and  lower 
yieldo     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  vfas  done  by  coimties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  trao  years,   then,   are  someiThat  liigh  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  htisked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorm 
by  township  with  this  yield,   snd  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shoT/n  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county 
suimary  table  figvires  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  h?ve  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  hiiskcd  oiid  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shorm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toiaiship  pi'oductions  msy  be  derived  from,  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tornaship  yields 
are,  therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e:ccept  1934  and  1936,
